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DECEMBER  UNIFORM  PRICE  IU.13 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $U.13  for  December  deliveries 
of  Grade  A  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte,  Indiana,  milk 
order.  The  uniform  price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent, 
and  will  be  adjusted  by  a  differential  of  7.2  cents  for  each  one-tenth 
percent  that  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent  standard.  This  mini¬ 
mum  price  is  subject  to  a  3  cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction, 
together  with  the  authorized  hauling  charges  and  the  3  percent  transportation 
tax  on  the  hauling. 

The  December  price  of  $U.13  represents  a  decrease  of  9  cents  from  the 
November  1956  blend  price,  and  also  the  December  price  of  a  year  ago.  A 
decrease  in  Class  I  sales  and  an  increase  in  producer  receipts  accounts  for 
the  decline  in  blend  price  from  November.  The  decline  from  a  year  ago  is 
practically  all  due  to  an  increase  in  production. 

Class  I  sales  in  December  1956  amounted  to  approximately  10.6  million 
pounds  of  milk.  On  a  daily  basis.  Class  I  sales  were  7.36%  below  November 
1956  and  7.08%  above  those  of  December  a  year  ago. 

Producers  delivered  almost  15  million  pounds  of  milk  to  handlers  under  the 
South  Bend-LaPorte,  Indiana,  milk  order  in  December.  Of  these  receipts, 

71.26%  were  allocated  to  Class  I  for  computation  of  the  uniform  price.  On 
a  daily  basis,  production  was  7 .U2%  above  November  and  almost  27%  over  a 
year  ago. 

The  average  production  per  farm  per  day  was  U71  pounds,  compared  to  U38 
pounds  for  November  1956  and  U08  pounds  for  December  a  year  ago.  This 
represents  an  increase  of  11.5  percent  over  a  year  ago  and  accounts  for  the 
27  percent  increase  in  production,  together  with  the  fact  that  there  are 
92  more  producers  on  the  market  than  there  were  a  year  ago. 


The  December  Class  I  price  was  $U.U56  per  hundredweight  for  3.5  percent 
milk.  This  compares  with  $>U. 395  for  November  and  $U.Ul7  for  December 
1955*  The  January  1957  Class  I  price  is  IU.225.
